Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails 
to teach all the limitations found in the independent claims 1,14,15, and 17. The Examiner disagrees and believes that the prior art of 
Primis does teach the claimed limitations. The Examiner further notes that although at least claims 1 , and 15 generally disclose an 
automated system vs. one that is manual, that information is disclosed in the claims preamble (claims 1.15) and is not found in Claims 14, 
and 17 but merely implied. It is unknown from this recitation what the level of automation is intended to be. In addition, the recitation 
automatic or automated has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not 
accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of 
the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand 
alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 



1951). 
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
